remaining tariff on British imports 
that will insure complete free trade 
between Great Britain and Canada in 
five years, 

“2 ‘That the reciprocity agreement 
of 1911, which still remains on the 


United States statute books be accept- 


ed by the parliament of Canada, 

7 That all the foodstuffs not in- 
cluded in the reciprocity agreement 
be placed on the free list. 

“4. That agricultural implements, 
farm machinery, vehicles, fertilizer, 
coal, lumber, cement, illuminating 
fuel and- lubricating oils be plated on 
the free list. 

“5. That the customs tariff on all 
the necessaries of life be materially 


reduced 

‘é. That all tariff concessions grant- 
ed to other countries be immediately 
extended to Great Britain.”

The Commissioners’ secretary was 
instructed to write to the Dominion 
government and the C.N.R,. to ascer- 
tain if it was correct that appropria- 
tions had been made for the repair of 
the low level bridge this spring. If 
so, appropriation will have to made 
by the city, as it will have to bear one- 
third of the cost. 

The Waterworks Department, which 
has just submitted its financial state- 
ment for the last year and shows a 
surplus of $26,485.28, calls attention to 
the substantial increase of $16,700 
from the sale of metered water, More 
than 80 per cent. of the water supply 
is now sold hy meter, and the increase 
in the revenue is cited as proving the 
efficiency of the system and the obvi- 
ating of waste. There is $155,000 of 
uncontrollable expenditure, which 
goes for interest, depreciation, sini- 
ing fund, ete. In the controllable ex- 
penditure there is shown a reduction 
of $2,600 in management expenses, 
500 in the costs of operation of the 
system, and $9,000 in the cost of 
pumping and filtration.

Representatives of Three Prairie 
Provinces and of the Domin.-

Tuberculosis in cattle will be the 
subject, probably, next month of a 
conference between representatives of 
the three prairie provinces and a re- 
presentative of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Hon. Duncan 
Marshall informed the agricultural 
committee of the Legislature yester- 
day evening. ‘This, said he, “is one 
of the most serious live stock prob- 
lems, The whole situation will be 
discussed and we will see if we can- 
not arrive at some plan by which 
some protection will De given the Wes- 
tern provinces,” 

The Minister stated that it was es- 
timated it would take from 50 to 75 
million dollars to clean up the situa- 
tion in Canada. The Dominion Goy- 
ernment up to the present didn’t feel 
it could take the necessary steps and 
vote the money required. They had 
passed an Act, however, giving cities 
the right to enforce inspection of 
cows supplying milk to them, 

“There is no reason why Western

“We are being used in the West as 
the dumping ground for Ontario, and 
1 believe that Is at the bottom of the 
difficulty of getting any action.”

Ma- 
jor (Rev.) Geo. W. Kerby, chief rs- 
cruiting officer for Alberta, joined the 
party here. 

Of the five thousand men require’ 
for the forestry battalions, three thou- 
sand men will be recruited in the west. 
Col. Williams is especially anxious to 
point out that they do not wish to in- 
terfere with the seeding operations in 
the west, 

“The harvest in the west this year,” 
he said, “will be an important factor 
ir, the food supply of the empire, anid 
we wish to do nothing that would ten1 
to retard production of grain. Seeding 
must go on, We want to get hold of 
men, however, who have nothing to do 
with farming operations, and there 
ore a large number still availahie. 

Major Eaton joined the headquar- 
ters recruiting staff only a few days 
ago. He ts the manager of the Hamil- 
ton factory of the T. Eaton company. 
He is a commissioner of hoy scouts for 
sev 1 counties in Ontario, and says 
he is glad to have the honor of leading 
the largest troup of boy scouts in the 
empire, at Oshawa, Ont. He built a 
handsome athletic club at Oshawa for 
the boy scouts of that district. He 
thinks that the boy scouts can be ef- 
fectively used, not in connection with 
the war, but in replacir.z men who are 
eligible for active service. He pointed 
with »ride to the fa that three 
thousand employees of the T. Eaton 
company are at the front, their salar- 
ies going on just the same.

VISITORS ARE 
SPEAKERS AT 
JOINT MEETING 


Rotary and Canadian Olubs Hold 
Luncheon at Macdonald 
Hotel 


At a joint meeting of the Canadian 
and Rotary Club Thursday when Mac- 
donald grill room was filled to over- 
flowing, Col. Cecil Williams, chief 
director of recruiting for the Do- 
minion, gave some illuminating facts 
about the British navy, and what its 
efficiency has meant to the Empire 
in this war. Col. Williams had spent 
twenty years in the naval arm of the 
service before coming to Canada eight 
years ago, and is therefore will quali- 
fled to speak of the great work which 
the fleet under Admiral Beatty is per- 
forming. 

Quoting Sir John Fisher, immedi- 
ately after the outbreak of the war 
to the effect that the British fleet was 
as nearly perfect as it was possible to 
make it, the speaker declared that the 
fact that within fourteen days after 
war was declared the German mer- 
chant fleet was wiped off the seas 
demonstrated the justification for Sir 
John’s faith in Britain's naval su- 
premacy. 

He traced the wonderful trans- 
formation of the British fleet from 
1900 when it was declared to be obso- 
lete if it were to be pitted against a 
strong enemy flect to the marvellous- 
ly efficient fighting machine which 
has proved to be the bulwark of the 
Empire since August, 1914. 

Canada, said Col, Williams, is ours 
only so long as we can demonstrate 
our ability to hold it, and in this war 
this Dominion is one of the prizes 
which Germany wants for heself, In 
June, 1914, contracts were made with 
American concerns by Germany for 
coaling battleships in the Atlantic 
during the first and second week in 
August, which proved that she ex- 
pected to break through the British 
navy and take Canada by force. It 
also effectually disposes of the Ger- 
nor story that the war was forced on 
er, 

In a plea for sacrifice and service, 
Col, Williams deciared that the dol- 
lars to a man’s -credit beyond that 
need for legitimate purposes of pro- 
viding for one’s needs and that of 
one’s business were not greenbacks, 
but blood red. Every man in the 
Empire must get behind the machine 
and push until it has cross the Ger- 
man boundary anda satisfactory 
peace has been won. A stalemate, he 
declared, would result in competition 
in armament such as the world has 
never seen, 

Speaking of the loyalty of the Eng- 
lishmen in Canada he said that was a 
thing to be proud of that 68 per cent. 
of the men who had come here from 
the motherland to settle had enlisted 
to defend not only the Empire but the 
land of their adoption as well, 

Preceding Col. Williams’ address 
Major W. T. Baton, who is bearing 
the entire expense of this recruiting 
trip, gave a short talk to the business 
men on the business men on the duty 
which devolved upon them in the 
present crisis. 

The chairman of the day was Prof.

HOLD CONFERENCE 
ON TUBERCULOSIS 
AMONG CATTLE 


Representatives of Three Prairie 
Provinces and of the Domin- 
ion to Meet Shortly 


Tuberculosis in cattle will be the 
Subject, probably, next month of a 
conference between representatives of 
the three prairie provinces and a re- 
presentative of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Hon. Duncan 
Marshall informed the agricultural 
committee of the Legislature yester- 
day evening. “This,” said he, “is one 
of the most serious live stock prob- 
lems. The whole situation will be 
discussed and we will see if we can- 
not arrive at some plan by which 
some protection will De given the Wes- 
tern provinces,” 

The Minister stated that it was es- 
timated it would take from 50 to 75 
million dollars to clean up the situa- 
tion in Canada. The Dominion Goy- 
ernment up to the present didn’t feel 
it could take the necessary steps and 
vote the money required. They had 
passed an Act, however, giving cities 
the right to enforce inspection of 
cows supplying milk to them, 

“There is no reason why Western 
Canada can't get together on this,” 
Was the comment of Mr. Handley. 
“We are being used in the West as 
the dumping ground for Ontario, and 
1 believe that is at the bottom of the 
difficulty of getting any action.” Mil- 
lions of dollars were being lost in the 
West, he said, through animals in- 
fected with tuberculosis,

FACE RIVER IS 
PROUD OF NORTE 
COLDIER HEROES 


Harry Coombs Joined Colors as 
Private, Now Captain With 
Military Cross 


P 


Peace River, Feb, 17.—One of the 
first recruits to leave Peace River has 
has a notable history since his enlist- 
ment. Harry Coombs left this town 
‘Sept., 1914, and “hiked” the trying 
trip to Grouard en route for Edmon- 
ton. He joined the colors as a pri- 
vate, By rapid stages he has advanced 
to the rank of captain, and in the 
most recent dispatches is reported as 
being awarded the = Military Cross 
“for bravery in leading his troops in 
a trench raid, although badly wound- 
ed at the time.” 

At the Buckingham Palace on Feb- 
ruary 6th Private John Chipman 
Kerr (No. 1014 was invested with 
the Victoria Cross “for capturing sin- 
gle handed sixty-four Germans, who 
surrendered to him when he charged 
a portion of an enemy trench alone.” 


Ite. Kerr is a member of the 66th 
battalion and left his homestead at 
Spirit River to enlist. This gallant 


feat is a reminder of the story of the 
first man to win this most coveted 
mark of bravery in the present war, 
an Irishman, who on being asked to 
explain how it eame that so many 
Germans surrendered to him, replied, 
“Shure, sir, an’ [ surrounded them,”
